An Important statement regard- 
ing the position of the British 
Mercantile Marine was made by 
the President of the Board of 
‘Trade, Mr, Walter Runciman, in 
the House of Commons, yesterday. 
He said that the fundamental 
difficulties, not only of British 
but, of all shipping, at present, 
were the reduction in sea-borne 
trade since 1929, and the strik- 
ing increase - in the Mercantile 
Marines of the world since the 
veseacbornié trade had fallen 
since 1929 by one-third and was 
Jess than in 1913, On the other 
hand, merchant shipping had. 
increased by about 50 per cent. 
since 1914. The results were 
seen in the depressed interna 
national freight markets and in 
’ the balance sheets of shipping 
companies. 
TRAMPS FREIGHTS DOWN 

Tramp freights stood at about 
three-quarters of the 1918 figure, 
4 although running cosia were 
xreatly increased. While liner 
freights, owing to the conference 
system, stood at a relatively high- 
er figures, many liners were run- 

ning with empty space. 

In regult, cargoes were be- 
ing carried on an unremuner- 
ative baels, with disastrous 
results to shipowners. 

Very few British shipping com- 
panies were covering their running 
expenses, and fewer still were able 
to make the necessary provision for 
replacing their ships a8 they be- 
came out of date, This was not 
anly the shipowners’ problem, but 
concerned in particular ships’ offi- 
cers, engineera, and seamen, as well 
as the natign a3 a whole.

Such a scheme must prevent, a4 
far as possible, the subsidy being 
dissipated by domestic competition 
of British ships carrying tramp car- 
goes, and ensure that it was effec- 
tlvely directed to securing greater 
employment of British tramp ship- 
ping at the expense of foreign sub- 
aldised shipping.
